He repoited on his return 
that he had found a very pale nervous 
but a very stubborn man. Mr. Webb, he 
said, utterly refused to make any conces- 
sions whatever. To his fellow labor men 
Mr. Powderly described Mr. Webb as a 
very young and apparently inexperienced 
man who had no business to be dallying with 
the lever end of a big railroad system. This 
brought matters down toa pretty fine point 
and the fog bank of mystery surrounding the 
leaders grew dense. It was dangerous to ap- 
proach them. Mr. Sargent was the exception 
and he talked for half an hour quite as if he 
were tired of the muzzle which the Knights of 
Labor had striven to place upon his lips. 
Officials Remain Obdurate, 

„ don’t believe in all this mystery and 
secrecy, he said, woe are engaged in a legiti- 
mate public business, and I believe in letting 
the newspapers know what is going on. Thesit- 
uation has reached a very serious stage—a very 
serious stage, indeed. There is going to be a 
great deal of trouble yet, and you can say that 
I said so. So far as the railroad company is 
concerned their attitude is not different 
today from what it was yesterday. 
They are determined not to submit 
the grievances at issue between them and 
the Knights and nothing less than a fight and 
victory against them will cause them to 
change their position. So far as I am con- 
cerned I do not believe that the Central road 
is engaged in an effort to wage a war of ex- 
termination against the labor organizations. 
It’s too late in the day for a great railroad to 
enter upon any such foolish course.“ 

Mr. Sargent said distinctly that if the 
Knights could show that the Central was wag- 
ing war upon organized labor the firemen 
and allied organizations in the federation 
would not hesitate to join in a strike. But 
rest assured, said Mr. Sargent, the strike 
will not be ordered on the part of the federa- 
tion until the Supreme Council has passed 
upen it and the public been given ample op- 
portunity to prepare for it. Then if it comes 
to this it will be a whopper.” 

A reporter asked the®leader of the federation 
what strength the brotherhoods in the federa- 
tion could muster. He said: “ Fifty-two 
thousand men. There are 20,000 members in 
the Federation of the United Order of Kail- 
road Employés, 18,000 in the ‘Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, 8,000 members of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association, and 
8,000 of the Brotherhood of Railroad Con- 
ductors. The number is not great compared 
to the 300,000 Knights of Labor, but you must 
remember that they are all railroad hands, 
many of them skilled workmen, while they 
are divided into all branches of work.“ 

The Interview with Mr. Webb. 

About 6 o’clock Mr. Powderly detailed the 
incidents of his fnterview with Vice-President 
Webb. All the members of the Labor Con- 
ferénce began to wear a settled and contented 
air. At the same time the whisper went 
around that a general strike would be pro- 
claime@ before midnight. 3 

Mr. Devlin and I,” said Mr. Powderly, 
** called on Mr. Webb at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon and were with him about twenty min- 
utes. Mr. Toucey was present. Mr. Webb is 
only the catspaw of the company. He has not 
changed his policy, and will maintain his po- 
sition until he is removed by the management 
to make way for anew man. 

„Mr. Devlin asked: Do 1 understand you 
to assume the position that the public and em- 
ployés have no rights that you propose to con- 
sider in relation to this matter; or do you 
simply look upon it as if this railroad system 
was absolutely in your own hands, without 
giving any consideration to the public? If so, 
it is useless for us to go into further discus- 
sion.’ 

“Mr. Webb,” continued Mr, Powderly, 
made no direct answer to this, but he gave 
the impression that he thought we had struck 
the nail on the head. Then I asked him: 
Would you have any objection, Mr. Webb, 
to sitting down with me in the presence of 
these men (the discharged men) and permit 
me to question them so that I can arrive at a 
decision? He replied: ‘I could hardly do 
that, Mr. Powderly, and I do not think it is 
quite fair for you to ask me to do it.“ 

Mr. Toucey interrupted here with a smile: 
‘That has all been gone over, and there is no 
necessity of investigating it. The company 
is able to investigate for itself.’ 

“Then Mr. Devlin asked the third and last 
question: ‘Putting Mr. Lee out of the ques- 
tion altogether, would you permit an investi- 
gation into the cases of the other men?’ 

“Mr. Toucey replied: ‘That has nothing 
whatever to do with it. There is no need to 
investigate, as the company claims that it can 
discharge whom it pleases, when it pleases, 
where it pleases, and how it pleases.’ 

Then,“ said Mr. Powderly, a grim smile 
lighting up his visage, *“‘ we came away.“ 

When the result of the interview was made 
known to the members of the conference they 
were not long in coming to the conclusion 
they did. Mr. Wright set to work to put a 
history of the day’s proceedings on paper, and 
at 11 p. m. the reporters were told of the 
formal proclamation that the leaders had 
taken up the fight.

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INVESTIGATION OF THE CHARGES 
AGAINST THE LAKE STREET“ L,.” 


Evidence Being Taken to Show That the 
Right of Way Was Secured by the Use 
of Money and Under False Pretenses— 
Joel Lautenschlager and Ex-Ald. Bad- 
enoch Make Some Interesting Disclos- 
ures—Claim That They Were Offered 
Cash, 


About six weeks ago George S. Bullock and 
others filed a bill in court asking that an in- 
junction be issued against the Lake Street 
„L“ road. The complaint sets forth that the 
company under the law must have a majority 
of the frontage; second, that a number of the 
signatures to the right of way were obtained by 
fraud, and third, that nearly all the signatures 
were procured by the payment of money, 
which is contrary to public policy. An answer 
was filed to the bill by the parties in interest a 
week later, and under the chancery act evi- 
dence is being taken before Notary Asher in 
support of the bill. Messrs. Kraus, Mayer & 
Stein represent the complainants and James 
E. Munroe the defendants. 

Sixteen or seventeen property-holders along 
the line of the proposed road and others have 
testified in the case, the witnesses already ex- 
amined being P. J. Bron, James Shaw, Mary 
M. Hutchinson, Adam Boyer, Dr. B. Felsen- 
thal. S. F. Bennett, Henry Gader, Thomas 
Repper, and Joel Lautenschlager. 

Was Paid for Signing. 

Some exceedingly interesting testimony 
showing the alleged tactics of the projectors 
of the road has been given. Joel Lauten- 
schlager says that the officials of the company 
came to him and asked him to sign a paper 
giving the road the right to pass his premises. 
He declined to do so, when he was informed 
that it made no difference to the company; 
that it had the right of way in the block 
in which he resided anyhow, and that 
that was all it wanted, but if he was 
disposed to do so after being informed of this 
fact the company would give him $200 for his 
signature and good-will. .Mr. Lautenschlager 
says after being informed of this he consented 
to sign the paper and did so, the money being 
paid. He is one of the witnesses supporting 
the specification in the bill that the right of 
way was secured upon false pretenses. The 
complainants claim to have additional cor- 
roborative evidence upon this charge. 

Ex-Ald. Badenoch was a witness. He was 
Chairman of the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West when the ordinance was sent to it. 
He fought it vigorously all the way through 
on the ground that the petition was not suffl- 
ciently signed. The projectors of the road 
had to change their route largely through his 
opposition, and they were not able to get it 
through while he was in the Council. After 
telling yesterday under oath his reasons gen- 
erally for opposing the ordinance, the princi- 
pal one being, as already stated, that the pro- 
jectors had not properly secured the right of 
way, Mr. Badenoch said that Messrs. A. M. 
Wright, George Sherwood, and Engineer 
Beeks of the L' road invited him to a con- 
ference in the office of Mr. Wright. 

Ald, Badenoch’s Statements. 


I told them,“ continued the ex-Alderman, 
“ that I had no objection to a private confer- 
ence if they were willing to have some wit- 
nesses present. Mr. Wright was then Presi- 
dent or Vice-President of the road and said 
he had no objection to having witnesses 
present. I then arranged to have Sen- 
ator B. A. Eckhart present. We went 
there and met them. Meantime I received 
a letter from Mr. Sherwood, who was one of 
the parties in interest in this road and had 
been before the Council Committee on Streets 
and Alleys West asking for the passage of this 
ordinance, In the office at the time of the 
conference were Messrs. Wright, Sherwood, 
and Beeks. Mr. Beeks says Mr. Woodard was 
present, but I do recall that he wus. He may 
have been. Senator Eckhart does not think 
he was. 

** Messrs. Sherwood and Wright addressed 
me in behalf of the ordinance. They said 
they were entitled to the ordinance and that I 
ought to support them. Mr. Beeks had com- 
piled a statement of the frontage of the road 
and soon which I was invited to examine. 
They represented they had the right of way on 
Ogden avenue, except where the West Division 
railroad controlled the property near Twelfth 
street. I said: ‘If you have the rest of the 
frontage these people should not have the 
right to stop the public from the benefit of 
the road.’ This feature of the conference 
was: passed for the time being. Mr. Sherwood 
then said: ‘We don’t want you to stop this 
matter. This is a West-Side corporation. 
West-Side people will control it. If ygu have 
any friends who want stock in this company, 
or if you want any, I will see that you get it.’ 
I told Mr. Sherwood Idid not come here to 
buy stock, but was willing to listen to any- 
thing else. Senator Eckhart then left, saying 
he had an engagement, and the conference 
terminated. 

„A short time afterward Mr. Wright ap- 
proached me on the floor of the Board of 
Trade, shook hands, and said he would like to 
speak to me privately. I told him where we 
were was private enough if he had anything to 
say tome. We stepped to one of the sample 
tables near by and Mr. Wright said: Mr. 
Badenoch, I will tell you what the matter is; 
Iwant you to stop your objections to our 
ordinance. You can do it if you put the same 
amount of energy into it that you have in 
your objections. I want you to stop raising 
questions as to whether we have sufficient 
frontage. This company can promise you 
nothing. I suppose you know that. But you 
know whatever I promise Iwill keep. Mr. 
Badenoch, I will give you my word thatif you 
will give us your efforts to carry this ordi- 
nance I will take care of you.’ I told Mr. 
Wright that if a man did right God would 
take care of him. All I asked of him was 
that he never speak to me again, which he 
never has. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Badenoch by 
Mr. Munroe was rather spirited, but did not 
result in any material alteration of his direct 
testimony. An adjournment was had until 
Saturday next at 20’clock by agreement, at 
which time Mr. Badenoch’s cross-examination 
will be continued. 

Say Money Procured the Ordinance, 

Mr. Kraus says that he has evidence enough 
to demonstrate that the ordinance was pro- 
cured by the use of money, and he proposes to 
summon every member of the Council then in 
existence. 

I will call all the Aldermen, past and pres- 
ent, said he, and all the city officials as 
well, including Mayor Cregier. I shall also 
require the presence of the officers of the com- 
pany, so as to determine what disposition they 
have made of the stock of the corporation. It 
will be interesting to know where they have 
placed it.

Sherwood would lay himself liable by at- 
tempting to commit bribery, and there was 
no necessity for it anyhow.” 

It was intimated by the opponents of the 
road that the suit recently brought by A. M: 
Wright to test the validity of the orditiance, 
which it is proposed to carry to the Supreme 
Court as soon as poasible, is collusion, and 
that it is being urged at this time in .order to 
prevent the real facts in connection with the 
promotion of the ordinance getting before the 
court.

CENSUS FIGURES FROM WASHINGTON. 


The Population of the New State Estimated 

at 346,000—Growth of Various Cities. 

Wasutinerton, D. C., Aug. 20,—The result of 
the official count of the State of Washington 
was wired Gov. Ferry today by the Census 
Bureau, The schedules in two Supervisors’ 
districts, however, have tet been received. 
The population of the State exclusive of these 
is given as 343,564. The missing districts will 
probably increase this number to about 346. 
000. The population of the Territory in 1880 
was 575,116. Following ‘are the popula- 
tions of the more, thickly settled 
counties: King, 66,448; Pierce, 51, 
126; Spokane, 35,603; Walla 
12,105; Whatcom, 18,308; itman, 19,011; 
Clark, 11,634; Lewis, 113445, The census of- 
fice today announced the result of the count 
of the population of a number of cities as fol- 
lows: Milwaukee, 203.979, imcrease in ten 
years 88,392, or 76.47 per cent; Allegheny City, 
Pa., 104,967, increase in ten years 26,285, or 
38.41 per cent; Seattle, Wash., 43,914, increase 
40.881; Tacoma, Wash., 856,858, increase 64, 
760; Emporia, Kas., 7,550; imcrease 2,919, or 
63.08 per cent;

6,465, or 120.35 per cent. 

The Superintendent of the Census has just 
issued his bulletin on the production of pig- 
iron in the United States during the year end- 
ed June 30, 1890. In this bulletin the Super- 
intendent says: 

The production of pig-iron, including Bessemer, 
during the year named aggregated 9,579,779 tons 
(of 2,000 pounds to the ton), as compared with 
3,781,021 tons produced during the census year of 
1880, and 2,052,821 tons during the census year of 
1870. It will be gratifying to notice the creat 
strides which the Southern States have made in 
the manufacture of pig-iron since 1880, the total 
product in that year being 350,346 tons, as against 
1,780,909 tons in 1890. 

The development of the manufacture of pig-iron 
in the United States during the ten years from 
1880 to 1890 has been phenomenal, and at the pres- 
ent rate of increase in production this country is 
destined soon to become the leading producer of 
pig-iron in the world. 

In point of production Pennsylvania stands 
first, Ohio second, Alabama third, Illinois 
fourth, New York fifth, Virginia sixth, and 
Tennessee seventh. 

The superintendent calls particular atten- 
tion to the rapid development of the blast 
furnace industry of the Southern States as 
one of the most noticeable features in the 
growth of the manufacture of pig-iron in this 
country. In the six Western States which 
produce pig-iron there has been a large in- 
crease in production. 

Sr. Paur, Minn., Aug. 20.—[Special.]— 
United States Commissioner McCafferty re- 
fused to discharge the Minneapolis census 
enumerators this morning on the plea of the 
defense that no returns, fraudulent or other- 
wise, had been made, During the hoon hour, 
however, Special District Attorney Baxter 
made a new complaint against each one, 
charging conspiracy to add fictitious names to 
the census returns. Under tho new com- 
plaints the defendants all appeared, plead 
not guilty, and gave bonds in the sum of 
$2,000 each. Examination before the Com- 
missioner will be waived, and the cases will 
come before the grand jury at Minneapolis 
Sept. 2. 

Santa Fz, N. M., Aug. 20.—[Special.]—The 
census for New Mexico was published here to- 
day and placed the population at 152,159, a gain 
of 25 per cent. It is alleged on all sides that 
the work has not been efficiently performed. 
From all the prominent towns in the Terri- 
tory come complaints of omissions. In Santa 
Fé County alone the returns are fully 2,000 
below what they should be, whole families 
having been overlooked by the enumerators. 
Thus it is not unreasonable to estimate that 
the actual population of New Mexico at 170,- 
000.

Wannnas, The Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago desires the adoption of such measures by 

United States Congress as will best promote 

commercial interests of the country and ex- 
tend to the largest possible degree our trade with 
foreign countries ; 


Board of Trade that we commend the policy of 
commercial reciprocity outlined in recent corre- 
spondence between the Hon. James G. Blaine, 
Secretary of State, and the Hon. William C. Frye, 
as a move in the right direction, and hereby re- 
quest our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gross to give to said policy their hearty support. 

Resotved, That we believe that reciprocity should 
not be confined to our neighbors on the south, but 
should include those to the north of us, and that 
careful consideration of the needs of our country 
will lead our lawmakers to extend the policy along 
lines of latitude as well as of longitude. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
sent by the Secretary to each one of the Senators 
and Representatives from this State. 

Those who voted “no” did so principally 
because of a desire that the Board of Trade 
should not appear to mix in_ politics, but it 
was the sentiment of the others that the ques- 
tion was not one of politics in the common 
acceptation of the term but of business.

I am glad to see that Mr. Blaine has seen 
the trend of public opinion,” said President 
Baker yesterday, and I think the resolutions 
are timely. I myself am in favor of absolute 
free trade with all nations, and have long been 
so. For my part I should like to see free 
trade adopted as a legislative measure for 
principle’s sake, because I think it is right. 
But most men are only persuaded to do the 
just thing from motives of expediency. The 
pocket-book is largely the source of policy. 
It is this that makes me think that trade will 
be unenslaved by treaties rather than by acts of 
Congress. In order to get the South Ameri- 
can trade a reciprocal free-trade system will 
be adopted. Why not with Canada? And if 
we do have free trade with Canada by treaty, 
why not with the rest of the world? It would 
be the same thing as having them annexed to 
the United States; for it is one of the benefits 
of the Union that traffic is free between the 
States. For my part I fail to see why we 
should wait until a nation agrees to remove 
the tariff on one of our exports before we take 
off the tariff on one of its exports. If I 
trade a bushel of wheat to a man 
for a barrel, of apples and that man 
owing to a superstitious custom should feel 
obliged to burn up half the wheat, or 47 per 
cent of it, I don’t see why I am called upon to 
throw away.a corresponding amount of apples 


to even up the transaction. It is a great step 


in advance, is this advocacy of reciprocity, 
and is based upon the correct theory of interna- 
tional trade—that it is goods for goods,and not 
the old exploded cominercial theory that every 
purchase of foreign-made articles takes so much 
money out of the country. The fact is that 
when the precious metals go out of the coun- 
try it is as produce and not as money.

The Rate Advances to 30@35 Per Cent Not- 
withstanding Bond Purchases, 

New Tonk, Aug. 20,—[Special.]—Uncer- 
tainty as to whether there is to be a general 
strike on the Vanderbilt lines doubtless de- 
terred some people from buying stocks today. 
‘Lhe dominating factor of speculation from 
first to last, however, was the scarcity of 
money. On the Treasury circular offering to 
take $15,000,000 of 444s stocks opened at a 
smart advance, and for a time traders bought 
for both short and long accounts. When 
they tried to borrow funds, however, they, 
found none offered below 15 per cent. This 
checked the buying movement, and specula- 
tion came to a standstill for a time. 
But those who delayed borrowing had to pay 
higher rates. When call loans were made at 
20 and 25 per cent many of the earlier buyers 
turned and sold out their stocks, causing a 
smart reaction.

AMERICANS OPERATING IN JAMAICA. 


A Railroad and Large Tracts of Land Con- 
trolled by the Syndicate, 

New York, Aug. 20.—[Special.]—While En- 
glish syndicates are busy securing American 
industries an American syndicate has been 
quietly at work in one of the English colo- 
nies. The Island of Jamaica is the object of 
the American capitalists, and the chief mem- 
bers of the syndicate are Frederick Werron 
and Edward Frank of this city and F. Easton 
of La Crosse, Wis. They began operations 
three years ago, but the news did not leak out 
beyond the shores of Jamaica for many 
months. London heard of it first, but New 
York is only now getting the details. Jamaica 
is a wealthy island. It abounds in tropical 
fruit and coffee. and is the home of that fa- 
mous beverage, Jamaica rum. 

The syndicate began operations by endeav- 
oring to purchase the Jamaica railroad, owned 
by the Government. The Government offi- 
cials finally consented to sell provided the 
people should vote favorably on the matter at 
a special election. 

A large majority vote was cast in favor of 
allowing the railway to be sold td the Ameri- 
cans and the preliminary contracts were 
signed. The American purchasers agreed to 
build thirty miles of road a year until the line 
was completed across the island. As a bonus 
the Government further granted large and 
very valuable tracts of land along and near 
the projected line of the road. These tracts 
are rich in products of the island and are being 
rapidly developed. Hills and mountains 
abound and on jone of these 4,000 feet above 
the sea the syndicate will erect a handsome 
hotel for travelers. 

The railroad is being rapidly pushed and is 
nearing completion. It has proved a perfect 
bonanza. The profits are enormous, and it is 
understood that the owners have made enough 
since it passed into their hands to pay them 
back the half million dollars they originally 
gave, and also to take care of the annual in- 
terest on the bonds. 

But it is out of the tracts of land, with their 
present and prospective products, that the 
Americans expect to make money. The 
Jamaica coffee is very fine, but has never 
been as extensively shipped as it might be. 
The Americans are going to grow the coffee 
in abundance and make a specialty of export- 
ing it. As they own the road and expect to 
own a number of vessels for carrying the cof- 
fee to this country and Europe, they hope to 
sell the best grade at a good profit cheaper 
than other coffee dealers in other parts of the 
world can sell the cheap grades.

THE FAIR SITE UNSETTLED YET. 

The meeting of the World's Fair directors 
Tuesday night settled one thing at least, that 
there will be no filling done in the outer har- 
bor and that what use is made of the Lake- 
Front will be limited to the land east of the 
Illinois Central tracks. The reports of trust- 
worthy engineers showed that to fill 120 acres 
would cost $3,190,000 and would take about 
nineteen months. These figures agree closely 
8 with those made by this paper long ago. The 
ae estimates of amateurs or persons anxious for 
a a job may as well be thrown away. As only 
two millions of the cost of filling is to be paid 
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track as well as those caused by depressing 
the road-bed in order to allow the proper 
headway under the tracks.

Having disposed of an absurd project on 
which much time has been spent, the directors 
adopted a resolution 
that, unless enough area can be made avail- 
able, within a reasonable cost, to accommodate 
the whole Exposition in Jackson Park, say 400 
acres, then and in that case another location 
should be secured. 

There are now three sites in view—Jackson 
Park, if the necessary acreage can be had, 
Garfield Park, and the north shore. Each 
has merits and demerits. The directors must 
choose the one which has the most of the first 
and the fewest of the last. A compact body 
of land can be had on the West Side, and the 
facilities for getting there can be made much 
superior to anything that can be devised for 
the north shore. But it has no landscape 
attractions. An Exposition there would be 
merely some buildings dumped down of a flat 
space. The north shore location is on the 
lake, and from an esthetic point of view is 
said to have many advantages over any other. 
But it is handicapped by the lack of means to 
get there and back again. It is approached but 
by one steam railway. What additional cable fa- 
cilities it may be possible to give will not help 
matters much. No matter how ideal a 
site may be itis of little value if the crowds 
cannot reach it. If this northern territory be 
chosen it is difficult to see what use can be 
made of any part of the Lake-Front. Thetwo 
cannot be linked together so that one shall be 
the gateway of the other. 

That leaves Jackson Park, which is on the 
lake shore, an almost imperative require- 
ment of a site, and the means of transporta- 
tion to and from which will, if it is chosen, be 
almost perfect. The Illinois Central and the 
cable road will take persons there for five 
eents. Cheaper transportation than that does 
not exist. On the other hand, it may be neces- 
sary to scatter the Fair buildings over consid- 
erable ground and interfere with that system- 
atic and well-ordered arrangement of them 
on which Mr. Olmsted lays so much stress 
and which causes him to lean to the north- 
shore. site. But. electric railways can do a 
great deal toward facilitating communication 
between the different divisions of the Fair, and 
deprive his objections of nearly all their force. 

Land enough can be obtained in and adjoin- 
ing Jackson Park, the only.difficulty being 
that the Fair will be less concentrated than 
was expected. To that objection the directors 
must give due weight, and determine whether 
it is more serious than the objections to a site 
which is not on the lake shore and will be 
unattractive, or to one which is inaccessible; 

As for the suggestion that the directors buy 
a site and sell the land when done with it, that 
is, under the circumstances, mere midsummer 
madness. The crazy, unwarranted specula- 
tions im acre property have forced it up so 
high that it would take more cash than the di- 
rectors have to buy what they would need, 
and when the Fair was over it would not sell 
for half what they paid for it. The land 
sharks have blocked effectually any such 
scheme as this by creating for the time being 
an era of prohibitory prices which will end 
sooner or later in a crash. 

There is no cause for worriment. If the 
directors cannot choose a site the site will 
choose itself and relieve them from their dif- 
ficulties. Most of the bother and annoyance 
they have met with has been due to the chase 
after that will-o’-the-wisp, the Lake-Front, 
Pursuing that, they did get stuck. But they 
are done with it now, and will find henceforth 
brighter skies and smoother roads. It will 
not take them long to work out their salva- 
tion. If they are slow about it the people 
will do it for them.

He should maintain stringent 
force them to be honest, or he should drive 
them out of the park and give the leases to 
those who have some idea of honesty, court-

corporation. The depression of the roadway 
and the narrowing of the carriage way at the 
point of intersection would seriously depre- 
ciate the value of property fronting on the ap- 
proaches. The damages would be quite large. 
Why propose to saddle them on the city? 

Is it not enough that the city has surren- 
dered a part of the street to the use of the 
railroad companies without exacting dam- 
ages for such use? All the fronting property- 
owners besides the city have exacted damages. 
The railroads impudently propose in addition 
to the surrender of property by the city and 
in addition to the city’s foregoing the ex- 
action of compensation for damages that it 
shall pay for damages caused by the oper- 
ations of the railroads. There is not a plainer 
principle of common law than that a railroad 
corporation having impaired a thoroughfare 
in any way is obliged to make it as safe and 
serviceable as the circumstances will permit. 
The railroad company must pay the damages 
caused by the construction of safe crossings 
whether by viaduct or subway. The city can- 
not surrender its rights in this matter. 

Again, the idea that the railroads should be 
allowed to fence the ends of alternate streets 
in the outlying district and put up the sign of 
„No thoroughfare’ is preposterous. The 
property-owners on such streets would prop- 
erly protest. They could demand damages 
from the city and collect them if the city al- 
lowed the railroads to do as proposed. A 
more barefaced proposal was never made by 
a corporation to the trustees of the people. It 
means not only damage to the street but the 
theft of public property. What right would 
the city have to surrender the street ends, 
dedicated for public use, to a corporation? 

Yet we are told that the officials of the De- 

ent of Public Works have entertained 
these outrageous proposals and are preparing 
to submit them to the Council. If Mr. Purdy 
does submit them he ought to be removed for 
unfaithfulness to his duty or for imbecility— 
probably for the latter. 


M’KINLEY PRAISES HIS BILL. 

While attending the Grand Army reunion at 
Boston Maj. McKinley, being interviewed by 
one of the local papers, had this td say about 
his bill: 

It will have a good effect [7]. I am confident 
of that, but time must be given before the best re- 
sults can be attained. The anticipation that the 
bill will pass has caused greatly increased im- 
portations, and those goods must be cleared be- 
fore the real and practical merits of the bill can 
be seen. I know there is some opposition toit here 
in Massachusetts, where private interests are con- 
cerned, but your merchants and manufacturers, 
who have studied the measure in all its details, 
are thoroughly satisfied with it. They want the 
bill to become a law because it is, above all, a 
United States bill [7]. It protects American in- 
dustries which need [7] protection, and stimulates 
alt our industries [7]. It will stimulate the wool- 
en industry in Massachusetts, which is now lan- 
guishing [7], and will establish new enterprises. 
The linen industry especially will benefit by this 
bill, although, of course, the first and immediate 
effect may be the increase of the price of linen. 
Competition will soon regulate [7]. Yes, I 
think you will find that the woolen and cotton 
schedules of the tariff are especially valuable to 
New England. 

The aim of the bill is to protect and foster 
American industries of every description and to 
create new. As I have said, it is a thoroughly 
practical and a thoroughly United States bill [7]. 
The Republican party will benefit by it [7], as any 
party would necessarily benefit, having the dis- 
tinction and responsibility of authorship [ !]. 
The bill is sure to pass. 


It is almost beyond belief that a man can 
say that.a measure which makes life harder 
for every consumer,by increasing the cost of 
his clothing and other necessaries, which ben- 
efits here and there one petted manufacturing 
producer, but which does not benefit a single 
agricultural producer (for it confessedly does 
not make a new market for a bushel of his 
wheat or barrel of his pork), is one which will 
**stimulate all our industries and the dis- 
tinction and responsibility of the authorship 
of it will “ benefit the Republican party.” But 
it must be remembered that this is the first 
time that Maj. McKinley has been delivered 
of a tariff child, and he feels the natural pride 
of a new parent. His offspring, which he dan- 
dies so tenderly on his knee, is an uncouth, 
misshapen monster, physically and mentally 
maimed. But the darling is his first-born, 
and he cannot see its blemishes, or if he does 
thinks them excellences. 

Were he not thus blinded by paternal feel- 
ing he would never talk of the Republican 
party being benefited by a measure which 
will make it harder for everybody to feed, 
house, and clothe himself. That political or- 
ganization which is foolish enough to ask for 
popular support on the ground that it has 
made people poorer and life harder to live de- 
servesathrashing. If the Republican party were 
so unwise as to do what McKinley wishes and 
begin pointing with pride to the fact that 
it has harmed all but a selected few, the sooner 
the pall-bearers should be picked out the bet- 
ter. 

The McKinley bill may be a good thing for 
the potteries in his district and he may be au- 
thorized to speak for them, but he is not for 
the manufacturers of Massachusetts. The 
last State labor census shows that a majority 
of them do not think their sales are interfered 
with by imported goods—that is, they have 
protection enough. As for the “ languishing 
woolen industry, the way to stimulate that is 
not by putting higher duties on the imported 
wools which are needed to mix with home- 

ones, but by letting in those wools free.

THE MISSISSIPPI SUFFRAGE PROBLEM. 

The Mississippi Constitutional Convention 
is considering still the question how to take 
away the right of suffrage from the negro. 
Thus far nine methods have been suggested, 
but not one of them appears perfectly to fit 
the case. No. 1 would give the suffrage to all 
persons who can read and write and own a 
homestead or unincumbered property to the 
value of $200. No. 2 suggests resiaence in the 
State three and in the county two years, with 
a poll-tax of $2 and $200 worth of property. 
No. 3 provides a reapportionment of the State 
so as to give the balance of power to white 
counties, the election of State officers by the 
Legislature, and the appointment of county 
and district officers by the Governor. No. 4 
provides an additional vote to every owner of 
real property to the value of $1,000, and No. 5 
an additional vote to all who are related with- 
in the third degree to the owner, male or 
female, of property to the value of $250. No. 
6 wants an apportionment of representation 
so as to vest the power of the State in white 
constituencies and the filling of county offices 
by executive appointment. No. 7 would divide 
the State in 12 divisions, which shall each 
elect 10 Representatives and 2 Senators, and 
have all State officers elected by 12 State 
electors, to be appoimted by these 12 divisions. 


No. 8 provides that no wife-beater shall be a 


qualified elector, and No. 9 provides for a resi- 
dence of two years in the State, one year in 
the county, the payment of a poll-tax, and the 
Australian system. 

All of these methods propose for their ob- 
ject the disfranchisement of the negro by con- 
stitutional amendment, instead of by the fa- 
vorite and time-honored practice of shooting 
or cheating him. Those which provide for a 
property or an educational qualification, how- 
ever, are of no account because they cut both 
ways and quite as many Democrats as Repub- 
licans would be left out. No. 3 is looked upon 
with considerable favor, for, with the State so 
gerrymandered that the whites always would 
have control of the Legislature and the selec- 
tion of State officers, the negroes might vote 
until doomsday without any effect. Their 
votes would be thrown away, which would be 


tantamount to disfranchisement, and still the 


Democrats would not lose in their Congres- 
sional representation. Meanwhile the conven- 
tion has run against a snag which may have 
to be cleared out of the way before it can do 
anything further towards taking his vote 
away from the negro, The act of Con- 
gress readmitting Mississippi into the Union 
provides that the Constitution of the State 
shall never be so changed as to deprivé any 
citizen of the right to vote, and the Constitu- 
tion itself provides that no property or edu- 
cational qualification ever shall be required for 
a person to become an elector. As the quick- 
est and most direct way of solving this prob- 
lem the convention is in favor of having Con- 
gress repeal the act, which it is safe to say 
Congress will not do, so long at least as it has 
a Republican majority. The Bourbons of Mis- 
sissippi will have to find some pian which does 
not conflict with the act of ‘Congress and the 
National Constitution, It is possible they may 
do this in some such roundabout way as No. 3 
and present the incongruous and unrepublic- 
an spectacle of a State governed by the mi- 
nority and claiming representation on the 
basis of a practically disfranchised majority. 
If there can be a stronger argument for the 
“force” bill than this situation would pre- 
sent what is it? 


WATER RELIEF FOR LAKE, 

Though as stated in Tuz Trisunz yesterday 
Commissioner Purdy has done nothing to give 
relief to the people of the Town of Lake who 
were suffering from lack of water there 
has been some relief. This has been brought 
about by the newspapers and the packers. The 
report from the dry section yesterday was that 
the water flowed in the lower stories. At the 
same time the packers went on with their 
business as usual or nearly 80. The press 
having called attention to the dearth of water 
in the Lake section, and to the partial re- 
sponsibility of the packers for the same, the 
latter set to work to provide the remedy which 
the city ought to have provided. They have 
agreed among themselves to use water more 
economically, to prevent waste as far as pos- 
sible, and to submit to self-imposed regula- 
tions. Having partially done this relief has 
come, 

If the city officials now take hold in the 
proper spirit there can be further relief. Asa 
member of the firm of Armour & Co, put it 
in an interview published in Tun Trisunxz 
yesterday: “The problem that really presents 
itself is how to distribute the water properly 
“which the city can pump.“ That's just it. 


It is the auty of the city to see that the proper 


distribution is made. There is an army of 
water inspectors, meter inspectors, shut-off 
men, etc.,,on the city’s pay-roll. What are 
they doing? Why are they not sent to the 
packing-house district to insist on the enforce- 
ment of the rules in reference to the con- 
sumption of water? They spend most of their 
time now in barrooms and other loafing 
places. They can be employed usefully at the 
Stock-Yards. 
The so-called discovery of Meter Inspector 
Godfrey Baker proves that. He now declares 


anything is done for them. .It is fortunate 
that the Fire Department is not run on that 
plan, or Chief Swenie would refuse to throw 
any water on a blaze till he had made a 
‘thorough investigation of the cause of the 
fire and had talked the matter over with the 
Mayor. 

The results of this packing-house inquiry 
may be given in advance, Says the Commis- 
sioner: 


This is the busiest season the ers have ever 
known. The city must not be too y in taking 
away their water supply in the height of the 
season. I believe they will do what is right and 
that matters will be speedily adjusted. 

This childlike faith thatsthe packers will 
“do what is right where their interests are 
concerned must be cheering to the Town of 
Lake people. As for the adjustment he 


talks of, it will be like that between the wolf 


and thelamb. The packers will stick to 
The simple plan : 


i That they should take who have the power, 


And they should keep who can, 

They will “keep” if the city does not 
interfere, 

This way of telling a thirsty man that his 
case will be “thoroughly investigated and 
something done tor him if he is not dead first 
is not much worse than that of the County 
Board in dealing with the Insane Asylum. It 
was notified this week by the doctor in charge 
that there was danger of the building catching 
fire, in which case it could not be saved, and 
most of the inmates would be burnt. The 
communication was in rather high-flown lan- 
guage, but stated what has been known foralong 
time to be true. Yet all the board did with it 
was to refer it, so that another “‘ thorough ex- 
amination’? may be made and then filed. 
Were there a fire today, and were any of the 
inmates to die, the County Board would have 
murdered them just as truly asa railroad 
murders people who are killed by an accident 
at a bridge which has been reported to it to 
be unsafe. 

The only good feature of this intolerable 
municipal sloth and shiftlessness is that it dis- 
courages State socialism. People who might 
otherwise favor the State or the city taking 
charge of this, that, and the other thing recoil 
from the idea when they see the wretched way 
in which municipalities do the few and com- 
paratively simple tasks intrusted to them. 
They see they cannot be trusted in little things 


and they doubt whether it is wise to trust 


them in great ones. 

**Thorough investigation is the mask be- 
hind which city and county officers hide their 
inability or unwillingness to perform their 
duties, Investigate, report, and file, that is 
the constant practice—unless there is some- 
thing in it, in which case the investigation 
sometimes falls to the lot of the grand jury.

NO DANGER OF ASIATIC CHOLERA. 


Commissioner Wickersham Says the Season 
Is Too Advanced for the Disease. 

There seems to be no reason for entertain- 
ing any fear that there will be a cholera out- 
break in this country this season simply be- 
cause the disease has appeared in London. 
It is highly improbable that the disease will 
reach this country this summer, said Health 
Commissioner Wickersham yesterday when 
discussing the matter. It is possible the 
cholera may reach one of our American ports 
during September, but not probable. The 
season is too far advanced and frost 
is too near at hand for the people in Chicago 
to have any anxiety. Had the disease reached 
London as early as June it would be more 
likély to have reached our shores this year. 
Heavy frosts kill the cholera microbe. We 
will surely have and hence I have no 
uneasiness, but we will have to be on the alert 
for next year. I have a reserve fupd of about

The Sailors Are Skeptical.

WORKING ON THE SILVER CERTIFICATES, 


The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
Busy on the New Bills, 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Aug. 20.—[Special. ]— 
The Bureau of Engraving and Printing hgs 
begun work on the new $10 silver bullion cer- 
tificates. Enough of the $100 and $1,000 cer- 
tificates have been printed to supply the de- 
mand. In a fortnight Chief Meredith hopes 
to be turning out thé smaller issues—fives, 
twos, and ones, At this season of the year 
there is always a heavy demand in the West 
for currency of smaller denomination, which 
is needed in the crop movements. Complaint 
is made from New York City that the small 


bills sent West this year are not returning, 


and that a scarcity exists in the metropolis. 
This is pretty evidence that there is other 
use in the West for the circulating medium be- 
sides moving the crops. The issues of smaller 
silver bullion certificates might be made in 
time in part to supply the need of more small 
currency in all parts of the country.

Inpranapotis, Ind., Aug. 20.—[Special.]— 
S. B. Liggett, Secretary of the various rail- 
road companies comprising the southwest sys- 
tem of the Pennsylvania, arrived this morn- 
ing with the directors of the various lines in 
his valise—they being on paper in the shape of 
proxies.

WHAT FORAKER THINKS OF IT.

Cinctnwati, O., Aug. .20.—Ex-Gov.. J. B. 
Foraker has written a letter to an evening 
newspaper giving, at the editor’s request, a 
brief statement of the nature of the proposed 
Federal Election law and the purpose of the 
Republican party in enacting it.

IMPOSITION ON TOURISTS. 


IT FLOURISHES IN THE YELLOWSTONE 
NATIONAL PARK. 


Ex-Minister Lambert Tree Tells of the Out- 
rageous Indignities Inflicted Upon Visit- 
ors by the Monopoly Licensed by Uncle 
Sam—The Charges Enormeus and the 
Accommodations in Many Cases Not Fit 
for Human Beings—Specimen Cases— 
The Government Should Act. 


Evening Post: That the hotels in Yellow- 
stone Park, supposedly under Government 
protection, are too small, and the transporta- 
tion facilities within the reserve not sufficient, 
has been hinted by several tourists, but it re- 
mained fer Judge Lambert Tree, ex-Minister 
to Belgium, to tell the whole truth about the 
outrageous conditions now existing. From 
what Judge Tree saw while in the park it is 
plain that the managers and hirelings of the 
Government-fostered monopoly, which con- 
trols everything within the Yellowstone do- 
main, have encroached upon the rights of the 
traveling public beyond all decency. The Wash- 
ington telegrams in the papers this morning 
contained a report from the army officer in 
charge of the detatchment of soldiers stationed 
in the park to keep hunters from shooting the 
game and relic-grabbers trom stealing stalac- 
tites, stalagmites, and geyser formations. This 
report barely recognized the evils, saying that 
complaints about the hotels had been made, 
but that the Yellowstone Park Association, 
the monopoly mentioned, had given assur- 
ances that the service would soon be bettered. 
To obtain a less prejudiced view of the mat- 
ter a reporter for the Evening Post called on 
Judge Tree in his office at noon today. The 
distinguished diplomatist and traveler re- 
turned from an extensive trip through the 
Northwestern States and Territories and to 
Alaska only a few days ago, and his face still 
bears the tan brought out by the Pacific sun. 


A Sample Indignity. 

“Yes, I visited Yellowstone Park,“ he said, 
in reply to a question. “I bought one of 
their five-day tickets and paid the usual price, 
$40. That was $8 a day for railroad and stage- 
coach fare, board arid d misery. 
Iean agree with the army officer in some 
of the things he says about the beauty of the 
park, but 1 think that when he speaks of the 
accommodations for tourists the hypnotic in- 
fluence the hotelmen have over him is mani- 
fest. The natural wonders of the park have 
not been exaggerated. The scenery 
in places is most picturesque. The 
grand canon is magnificent. But, on the 
other hand, the management of the hotels is 
atrocious and even brutal. To my certain 
knowledge indignities are sometimes inflicted 
upon the tourists there which can only be 
characterized as outrageous. For example, 
at the hotel situated in the lower geyser basin 
a gentleman and his wife, with whom I am 
acquainted, were compelled to occupy a bed- 
room for the night with three men, and in an- 
other instance, at the same hotel, it came un- 
der my obseravtion that eight persons, con- 
sisting of three gentlemen with their wives 
and two young ladies, were thrust into a small 
bedroom to pass the night.”’ 

“ — did they submit to such an indig- 
nity?’ 

Because they could not help themselves,“ 
responded Judge Tree, with voice full of in- 
dignation. There is no other hotel or house 
of any description within twenty miles and 
the woods about are alive with bears, lynxes, 
wolves, and other ferocious animals. There 
was no conveyance by which they could get 
away, as all vehicles belonging to the trans- 
288 company are run on scheduled time. 
n this case the next stage left in the a 
ing, and the condition of the people to whom 
I ve referred was hopeless. They were 
a to accept the assignment of quarters 
made to them by a brutal hotel manager or 
stand out in the road in a country where there 
is frost every night. 


Impositions on Every Hand. 


I was constantly hearing of impositions of 
one sort and another while | was in the park. 
One gentleman informed me that he was 
charged $8 for the use of a small boat fora 
few hours at Yellowstone Lake by the hotel 
managers. This could not have been for the 
use of the boat alone, and must have included 
the right to fish, so that the manager of the 
hotel fell into the error of supposing that the 
lake and the fish in it belonged to him instead 
of to the public. This is the common 
error of all the hotel managers as well 
as the stage company in the park. They 
imagine they own the rivers and grounds, the 
geysers and waterfalls and the game, and have 
entirely forgotten that it is the public domain 
on which they are enjoying their exclusive 
privileges. The fare furnished to guests by 
some of the hotels in the park is very inferior 
and for the most part nearly uneatable. 

“The transportation facilities are also far 
from satisfactory. The vehicles and norses 
are not sufficient in number to insure com- 
fortable traveling, and _ petty tricks are played 
upon travelers in order that the association 
may save its horses as much as possible. 
Thus, for example, as each wagon loaded 
with tourists leaves the Mammoth Springs 
Hotel the passengers are told by an official of 
the sae me eat nae company that if they re- 
main in the wagon in ascending Mary’s Mount- 
ain the company will not be responsible for 
accidents. This is not because the ascent is 
dangerous or difficult. It is not at all so. But 
it is because it is rather a hard pull for the 
horses, which the managers wish to save at 
the expense of the passengers. The effect upon 
a number of 7 of various degrees of nerv- 
ous sensibility of the announcement of danger 
at that point may be readily conjectured. 
Most of them get out when they reach the hill, 
and, ankle deep in dust, climb it under a hot 
sun, breathing only the light air of the high 
altitude at great risk to their lives. Two or 
three days before my arrival there Guy R. 
Pelton, a former member of Congress from 
New York, dropped dead in endeavoring to 
make the ascént on foot in obedience to the 
command of the transportation company, 
The roads and bridges are not what they 
ought to be. It is said that everyone must 
eat his peck of dirt in the course of his life, 
but I feel quite sure that he would consume a 
material portion of that quantity in a five 
days’ tour in the park. His eyes, nose, throat, 
ears, hair, skin, and clothes are constantly 
filled with dust from the start to the finish of 
his trip. Much of this inconvenience could 
be remedied by a little money judiciously 
spent on roads and bridges. „
